HE main object of this quarterly (which i is published on 1 March, 

1 fune, 1 September, 1 December) is to provide libraries with a 
list of selected recent scientific and technical books. The selection has 
been made by those with special knowledge of the subjects. It is not 
claimed that the list is exhaustive, and it is hoped that the range of 
subjec:s will gradually be extended. 


The aim of the Publications and Editorial Committee has been to 
secure the help of individuals and specialist organizations who are, for 
their cwn purposes, making as complete a survey as possible of the 
literature in their own fields and who are able to assess the relative 
merits of new publications. This object has already been largely 
achieved: over seventy specialist organizations are generously helping 
Aslib <n this way. { 

The notes in inverted commas are quoted from reviews or from 
the recommending experts; those in square brackets are amplifications 
of the title compiled in the Aslib office from information и by 
the publishers. 


Only books in the English language and, with few exceptions, sas 
publisaed within the previous six months, have been included. The 
limita-ion with regard to date, however, has been stretched sometimes 
in the case of books published abroad or those on very specialized 
subjects, 

The place of publication is London unless otherwise stated. 

The regular transactions of societies are not included. 

The works recommended are set out for convenience under broad 
main headings and are further subdivided into the following classes: 

A. Books suitable for general readers, or books treating the subject 

in an introductory, elementary, or general manner. 
‚ B. Books of an intermediate degree of ey or suitable as 
text-books for students. 

C. Books of an advanced or specially technical character. 

D. Directories, dictionaries, handbooks, lists and catalogues, ency- 

clopedias, year-books, and similar publications.

- development become assimilated into the organization than it forms 
the vantage point from Which new projects can be surveyed and 
ccnsideted. 

This -onstant aoao of fresh fields, waves has in no way 
been allowed to upset the direct services of the Association to its mem- 
bers: a fact well illustrated by a few figures concerning the day-to-day 
activities of the head office. The incoming and outgoing mail together, 
cor exaraple, has now reached the formidable total of at least 35,000 
items per year—-say 40 per member, or over a hundred per working 
day, and this, of coutse, takes no account of telephone calls. 2875 
:nquiries were dealt with by the Information Section during the year, 
79 requests for translations were received, 413 items were sent on loan 
сс members from Aslib’s own collection of books and periodicals, and 
»rders vere received for the location and photographic reproduction of 
over 705 items. Members who have followed Aslib’s course during ` 
zke war years will realize that these figures indicate very rapid develop- 
ment since 1941 when, fróm the staff point of view, Aslib was still a. 

one-man show’. | 

In addition to its three periodical publications and the Annual Con- 
erence Report, Aslib published during the year J. H. P. Pafford's Books 
and Army Education, a Catalogue of Films of General Scientific Interest, the 
second edition of J. E. Wright's Manual of Special Library Technique, two 

‚ терогїз.: of one-day conferences held in 1946, an index to the Annual 
Donferenice: ‘Reports 1924-45, and two reprints of articles first appearing ` 
т. The Journal of Documentation. The Northern Branch held a one-day ` 
_ zconfereace at Liverpool in October 1946 and another at Sheffield in ` 
7 March 1947; Dr. М. E. Batter-demonstrated his. adaptation. of the 
2unched-card system to Aslib members in May; and in June.a number 
ЭЁ experts were invited to attend a meéting to discuss the application 
of mechanization to libraries and technical information services. A 
3-udy Group on special librarianship was organized in August 1946, 
and a.course of lectures on the same subject was given from April to 
June 1047. In addition, the Conference and Education Committee 
circulated to members a questionnaire on the existing facilities for 
special Hbrarianship training, the ariswers to which helped in the draw- 
mg up of recommendations to be made to the Library Association 
segarding the syllabus for the examination of those who are working 
in non-public libraries. Lastly, but not least, Aslib was directly 
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represented on various bodies concerned with national and international 
. aspects of documentation. 

All these activities were guided by the President, Council, and Com- 
mittees whose work is now described in greater detail. 


Tue PRESIDENT 


Those who attended the 1946 Conference will remember Sir 
Reginald Stradling’s presidential address on the place of the intelligence 
group in the technical team. The interest which he displayed then in 
Aslib’s development has been actively maintained throughout the year 
and, in spite of his many preoccupations, Sir Reginald has always been 
ready to give his support when needed. It is with very real gratitude 
that Aslib learns that he is willing to continue as President for another 
year. ;

Tue COUNCIL AND STANDING COMMITTEE- 


A full list of the Council for 1946-7 was printed in the Report of Pro- 
ceedings of the Twenty-first Conference 1946 and also in the November 1946 
issue of Aslib Information. . Unfortunately, Mr. Francis Hughes had to 
resign early in 1947, since he found that Ee would be abroad so much 
that he would not be able to attend meetings. Aslib is very grateful for 
his past services—he was one of those whose faith in its future and active 
interest did much to promote its reorganization during the war years. 

Mr. J. G. Pearce is retiring from the Council at the end of the 
year after continuous membership of it since the inauguration of the 
Association in 1924. In fact it was largely due to his efforts that Aslib 
came into being. In token of their appreciation of all that he has done 
for the organization, the Council unanimously agreed to make Mr. 
Pearce an Honorary Member. We hope that he will return to active 
participation in the task of guiding Aslib when he foresees sufficient 
easing up of his present responsibilities to enable him to attend meetings. 

Aslib's activities have now enlarged to such an extent that it is no 
longer practical for the Council to concern itself‘directly with all details. 
On the recommendation of the Policy Coinmittee which was appointed 
in 1946 it was agreed that the full Council of thirty should meet four 
‘times a year, and that a Standing Committee should be appointed to 
carry out the preparatory and advisory work requested by the Council, 
to supervise the finances of the Association, and to assist the Director 
in carrying out day-to-day work. This committee includes ex officio the 
chairmen of the three main committees and so is able to co-ordinate 
Aslib’s work as a whole. Members of the Standing Committee for 
1946~7 were: Mr. C. Le Maistre (Chairman of Council), Mr. T. M. 
Herbert (Hon. Secretary), Miss I. Shrigley (Hon. Treasurer), Mr. 
B. Agard Evans (Chairman of the Publications and Editorial Com- 
mittee), Mr. B. Fullman (Chairman of the Conference and Education 
Committee), Mr. R. H. Hill (Chairman of the Information Commit- 
tee), Mr. O. F. Brown, and Mr. A. E. Cummins. 

The above reorganization did not take placé till October ius so 
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that in the twelve months under review the full Council in fact met six 
times and the Standing Conimittee held three meetings. 
A full list of the Council for the ensuing year, 1947-8, will be printed 
in the 1947 Conference Report. 


AMALGAMATION OF ASLIB AND THE В.5.1.В. 


At the 1946 Annual General Meeting it was proposed and unani- 
mously agreed that a special joint committee should beset up to work out- 
the method by which Aslib and the British Society for International 
Bibliography could be brought together in closer. co-operation or 
possible coalescence. This joint committee, consisting of Mr. C. Le 
Maistre, Mr. B. Agard Evans, Mr. T. M. Herbert, Professor R. S. 
Hutton, Mr. К: І. Sheppard, Miss I. Shrigley, and the Director, for 
Aslib, and.of Dr. S. C. Bradford, Mr. R. A. Fairthorne, Mr. H. Hyams, 
Mr. C. Lakin Smith, Mr. J. F. Stanley, and Mr. J. E. Wright, for the 
Eritish Society for International Bibliography, started its work in 
January 1947. The following principles of amalgamation were circu- 
lated to the membership of both bodies and were accepted unanimously 
Бу the British Society for International Bibliography at a Special 
General Meeting on 15 April 1947. They were also accepted, nem. con: 
and with one abstention, by Aslib members at an Extraordinary 
General Meeting held on 18 April 1947. 


Principles of Amalgamation 

т. That the amalgamation of the British Society for International 
Bibliography and the Association of Special Libraries and Infor- 
mation Bureaux shall take the form of complete coalescence of 
the two bodies. 

2. Taat the objects of the new ашны comprise those of 
the two component bodies. 

3. That the name of the new organization shall be registered as 
*Aslib'. This term should be a code word, and should not be 
considered in any way, to comprise the initials of any Society or 
Association. The lettér-heading of the new organization shall be 
suitably arranged to , include reference to both present organi- 
zations. 

4. Taat the British’ Society: for: International Bibliography and the 
Association of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux shall, 

` as found necessary, wind up their present affairs separately before 
'ertering the new single corporate body. 

5. (а) That the new organization Aslib undertakes to accept all 

members of the British Society for International Bibliography 

who are not also members of the Association of Special 

Libraries and Information Bureaux at their present B.S.I.B. 
subscription rates. 

(6) That members of the British Society for International Biblio- 

graphy who are also members of the Association of Special 
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Libraries and Information Bureaux shall be required to pay 
to the new organization their Asociation of Special Libraries 
' and Information Bureaux subsciption only. 


(c) That, as from the date of them Special General Meeting, 
15 April 1947, no new members shall be enrolled by the 
British Society for International Bibliography, applicants 
after that date being informed ог the proposed amalgamation 
and advised to join Aslib. 


It was also agreed: 
That for the first year of its existence, and for that vear only, the 
Council of the new organization shoud consist-of the Council of 
each body, sitting together. 
That the first President of the new orgarization should be the present 
President of Aslib for the remainder of his term of office (two years). | 


A sub-committee consisting of Mr. С. Le Maistre, Mr. T. М. Her- 
bert, Dr. S. С. Bradford, and Mr. К. A. =airthorne was appointed to: 
prepare a draft of the constitution of the new joint organization. In 
this work care has been taken to incorpcrate as far as possible those 
alterations to the present Memorandum and. Articles of Association of Aslib 
which were recommended at the 1946 AsLb Annual General Meeting. 
It is hoped that the full legal process Тог tie amalgamation, including 
the submission of the new constitution to members and the liquidation 
is both present bodies, may be completed ky the end of December 1947. 


FINANCE 


The audited accounts for the year ended 30 jun 1947 have been 
` circulated to all members.and will be presented for acceptance at the 
1947 Annual General Meeting. This уегт income has only just met 
expenditure. Aslib's increasing activities required more staff and equip- 
ment which in turn necessitated the convzrsion of the front basement 
room and the ground-floor kitchenette int» further office accommoda- 
tion. (Accommodation is still one.of Asli»'s most desperate problems 
but the general building situation.is such that there is little hope that 
a move to larger premises can be made for at least another year.) 
There have been other corresponding in-reases in expenditure and, 
. in addition, the cold spell in 1947 froze tae entire office and resulted 
in burst pipes and subsequent damage by flooding. On the other hand, 
again this year, in accordance with prev-ous custom, no notice has 
been taken in the accounts of the stock of Aslib publications, the value 

_of which is now considerable. __ 

What Aslib now needs financially morc than anything else is some 
form of capital endowment. Dependent zs it is on membership sub- 
scriptions, the grants from the Departmen: of Scientific and Industrial 
Research and the British Council, and th- proceeds of the sales of its 
publications, it is impossible for it to buitd up a fund with which to 
equip larger premises (if it could secure ет) ог to start on any project | 
which involves substantial outlay before meturns can be expected. If 
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it were to economize any further it would have to reduce the value of 
its services to members which in turn would check membership and so 
reduce income. The only way out of the vicious circle appears to be 
“a disinterested benefactor who will endow the organization without 
attaching obligations to develop any special activity which would dis- 
turb that balance of growth which Aslib is now trying to achieve. In 
this connexion a debt of special gratitude is owed to the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research which grants aid to Aslib although 
Aslib’s activities are not confined to science or industry. We scarcely 
dare to expect the benefactor but—miracles do happen! 


MEMBERSHIP . ` - 
Membership had increased to 827 on 30 June 1947, as against 712 
in 1946 and 530 in 1945. It is encouraging to note the many overseas 
members who have joined and, in particular, the building up of mem- 
kership in the Dominions and India. It is hoped to bring out an up- 
to-date list of members soon after amalgamation with the British 
Society for International Bibliography has taken place. 


NORTHERN BRANCH E 


There have been some delays in the completion of the formal 
arrangements for a Northern Branch, the idea of which was approved 
їл principle at the meeting at Manchester on 8 May 1946. This has 
largely been because in drafting the constitution it has been desirable 
to bear in mind the possible subsequent formation of other branches 
and to make the relations between such branches and the main 
crganization as flexible as possible. It has already been accepted that 
the area ‘Northern Branch’ should be taken to include Yorkshire, 
Nottinghamshire, Leicestershire, Warwickshire, Gloucestershire, and 
all counties north and west of these. Any member situated in that area 
can ask to be included in the Branch membership. In the meantime 
absence of a formal constitution has not deterred Northern members 
from continued activities, and very successful one-day conferences were 
held at Liverpool on 18 October 1946 and at Sheffield on 27 March 
1947. These were reported in Aslib Information. 


CONFERENCES AND MEETINGS 


The 1946 Annual Conference was held at the Polytechnic, Regent 
Street, London, during the week-end 244 5 September. A full account 
is given in the Report of Proceedings of the Twenty-first Conference 1946. 

In addition to the two meetings arranged by the Northern Branch 
znd mentioned above, Aslib was responsible for three other meetings 
during the year. The first was on 15 May 1947 when a meeting to 


discuss some of the problems arising from the present grave shortage of . 


British books was held under the auspices of Aslib and the Association 
of Scientific Workers. Mr. L. J. F. Brimble, one of the joint editors 
of Nature, was in the Chair, and the meeting was attended by eigh- 
teen other representatives of publishing, bookselling, educational, and 
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research interests. The discussion was infcrmative and it was agreed to 
prepare a memoranduri which could forrr a definite and authoritative 
statement to support aL those striving for = better distribution of paper . 
supplies. Various unfcreseen causes delayed the preparation of this 
memorandum but a gcod deal of materiel for it has been assembled. 

On 28 May Dr. W. E. Batten of I.C.I. Ltd., Plastics Division, gave 
a most interesting demcnstration of his adeptation of the punched-card 
system to Patent Abstracts. Some eighty tc ninety persons were present. 

The third was at the Royal Society on <4 June when, at the request ' 
of the Department of Scientific and’ Indastrial Research, Aslib çon- 
vened a meeting of some thirty experts tc consider the application of 
‘mechanization to libraries and technical information services. Aslib 
was then asked to form a clearing-house fo- information on mechaniza- 
tion and related problems and an indepeadent committee was set up 
Ло advise and co-operate with- palh or problems connected with 
mechanization. 

The following agreed to serve on the Conference and Education 
Committee for 1946-7: Mr. B. Fullman &Chairman), Mr. R. Bright- 
man, Miss M. Couldrey, Miss M. Gosse, Miss B. Kyle, Mr. :Е. R. 
McColvin, Dr. V. E. Pzrke, Miss I. M. Sh-igley, and Mr. G. Woledge. . 
Mr. A. E. Cummins was co-opted to ser-e with the Education Sub- 
Committee, and Mr. D. V. Arnold was co-opted. tò serve with the 
. Conference Sub-Committee. 


LECTURE Courss 


A week's Study Group on Special Libracianship was held in August 
1946 at which about seventy ‘students attended and, in addition to 
morning and evening lectures, were taken со visit a number of libraries 
of particular interest. The course was rep:ated in August 1947. 

Several Aslib membezs lectured for the University of London School 
of Librarianship, particularly in connexioz with the course of evening 
lectures on special Librarianship which was open to part-time students 
and so fulfilled a long-flt want. The responsibility for organizing this 
set of lectures was shouldered by Mr. B. Fuliman. 

Aslib itself organized a set of ten lecture: on subjects connected with 

work in non-public lib-aries and informacion bureaux during April, 
May, and June 1947. These were well attended and many thanks are 
due to the lecturers w ho spared neithe: time nor trouble for this . 
purpose. : 
' Aslib receives fairly frequent requests rom overseas members for 
copies of lectures given during these courszs. Unfortunately the com- 
pilation of notes for a spoken lecture is much less onerous than the 
preparation of a maruscript for: printimg. Our lecturers are all 
extremely busy people.and in most cases they cannot give this extra 
time; but wherever роѕіЫе Aslib is now trying to make the reference 
material compiled for iectures available t members through one or 
other of its publications. d

THE YEAR’S WORK OF ASLIB, 1946-7 А 
Tux TRAINING OF SPECIAL LIBRARIANS AND INFORMATION OFFICERS | 


One >f the most important pieces of work undertaken by the Confer- 
ence ard Education Committeé during the year has been the examina- 
tion of the facilities now existing for training workers in non-public _ 
libraries and information bureaux and of the qualifications which are 
needed in this career. A sub-committee of four, Mr. B. Fullman, 
Mr, A. E. Cummins, Dr. V. E. Parke, and Mr. С. Woledge, held а 
numbe- of meetings and have examined the matter in detail. Members 
will remember that, early in 1947, a questionnaire was circulated by 
Aslib esking how far the existing facilities for training supplied the 
qualific ations which they considered to be desirable for workers in non- 
public libraries. About 150 replies were received, the majority, as 
might be expected, being from government or industrial libraries. 
Amongst these there was a very high proportion of agreement that the 
syllabus for the examinations held by the Library Association was toó 
heavily weighted on the public library side, particularly in such sub- 
jects a. library administration; and had too much emphasis on the 
possess on of detailed knowledge of literature in the restricted sense of. 
the wo-d. This proved the existence of a well-defined need affecting at 
least certain sections of the Aslib membership, and in view of this the, 
commt-tee examined a number of suggestions for an ‘ideal’ syllabus for 
the litarian in the non-public library. Recommendations based on 
these are being forwarded to the Library Association in the hope that 
it will zive them favourable consideration. Тһе problem of defining a 
suitabE standard of education and training for the information officer, 
as apast from the librarian, is still under consideration by the committee. , 


PUBLICATIONS 


The following agreed to serve on the рабайт and Editorial 
Committee for 1946-7: Mr. В. Авага Evans (Chairman), Mr. J. J. 
Eaton, Mr. L. M. Harrod, Professor R. S. Hutton, Mr. W. К. Le Fanu, 
Dr. R. S. Schultze (Hon. Editor of the Aslib Book-List), Mr. С. Woledge, 
and Mes. A. М. Whitrow. The last-mentioned acted as Hon. Secretary 
zo the Committee until ill health caused her resignation early in 1947. 

Mr. Theodore Besterman, General Editor and Chairman of this 
‘Committee since 1944, left to become Counsellor, Bibliographical and 
Library Centre of Unesco, in August 1946. Fortunately he was able to 
contin ie his work of Editor of The Journal of Documentation until the end 
of volume II (March 1947). Since then the Director has taken over 

‘the duties of Acting Editor, assisted by an Advisory Editorial Board 
appoirted by the Aslib Council. The present members of the Board 
are: Mr. Е. C. Francis, M.A., F.S.A., British Museum, Dr. J. Urquhart, 
B.Sc., Ph.D., Science Museum Library, and Mr. С. Woledge, B.A., 
A.L.A , British Library of Political and Economic Science. Members 
of Asl=b receive the Journal free but, in addition, thé number of non- 
member subscribers continues to grow satisfactorily. Volume I has 
been r=printed and is now available to those who: were not subscribers 
at the start. x . 
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There has been a further increase in the circulation of the Aslib Book- 
List and the Committee have under consideration ways in which its 
usefulness to members пау be still more increased. Mr. D. V. Arnold 
has kindly consented tc act as-Hon. Assistan: Editor for the Book-List. 

The bulletin, Aslib "nformation, has bezn enlarged to a four-page 
monthly and has been found to be an inceasingly useful medium for 
the communication to members of a type 5f information which would 
not be suitable for the Journal. 

‘The Catalogue of Films 3f General Scientific Interest Available in Great Britain, 
which was compiled by the Scientific Film Association, was published 

‚ by Aslib in September 1946. It sold so well that a further reprint had 
to be made within a short period. A companion publication on medical 
films is in thé press and should be ready b: the end of 1947. 

. Asecond edition of the Manual on Special ibrary Technique, by Mr. J. Е. 

‚ Wright, was published in November 1946 end over half the edition has 
already been sold. 

Books and Army Educetion 1944-1946; ‘Preparation and Supply, by Mr. 
J. H. P. Pafford, Goldsmiths’ Librarian o: "the University of London, 
was published in March 1947, being an account of the method by 
which books and librar.es were selected, obtained, and distributed for 
the Army Education Scheme in the releas? period after the war.’ 

Music Publishers’ Numbers. A Selection of 30 -Dated Lists, 1710-1900, by 
Dr. Otto Erich Deutsca, was published im March 1947. This was a 
reprint of two articles ir. The Journal of Docsimentation (vol. І, no. 4, and 
vol. II, no. 2) supplercented by an introductory note, a list of pub- 
lishers, and a list of places mentioned in tbe text. 

A List of Medical Libraries and Informatioz Pureaux in the British Isles, 
compiled by Mr. W. R. Le Fanu, was also offprinted from The Journal 
of Documentation (vol. ІІ, по. 3), thus making available to a wider pobre 
a most useful reference zool. 

The Report of Aslib Me-ting on Indexing and Filing of Unpublished Material, 
15 February 1946, was published in August 1946 and has sold steadily 
ever since. It contains a great deal of useful information on a subject 
of which the importance in the smooth and =fficient running of informa- 
tion bureaux has seldom been sufficiently -ecognized. 

The Report of Aslib Me=ting on Planning and. Equipment of Special Libraries, 
G April 1946, was published in May 1947. Papers given both at this and 
at the February meeting on indexing and fling originally appeared in 
The Journal of Documentazon, but in their separate form are supplemented 

: with accounts of the di:cussions which tock place at the end of each 
session. The account cf the third of thee 1946 meetings, that on 
industrial information services held in Manchester on 8 May 1946, was 
delayed by a series of accidents but has now appeared. 

A useful supplement to the series of Reporz of Proceedings of the annual 
Aslib conferences is the Author and Subject Exdex to Vols. I-XX, 1924-45, 
which was published in April 1947 and which provides a key to the 
wealth of material of permanent reference value contained in these 
reports. 
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Aslit has suffered to the full all the exasperating delays and uncer- 
taintier which beset publishing in these days. Nevertheless, the 
Publications and Editorial Committee continues to press forward with 
enthus.asm and a number of new publications are planned for the next 
twelve months.. 


INFORMATION AND LIBRARY SECTION 


Figures quoted in the introductory ‘paragraphs of this report show - 
how tLe work of the Information and Library Section of Aslib has 
increased in the year under review. A rough analysis of the type of 
inquir- received showed that about a third concerned the location of 
books znd periodicals, mainly foreign publications. Next highest came 
requess for sources of information and for short bibliographies on 
special subjects. 

‘An mteresting development during the year has been the greatly 
Increased use by memibers of Aslib’s own collection of books and: 
periodxals. The publication.of Aslib Information monthly makes it 
possible tó notify the more interesting items received by Aslib, mainly 
througn the generosity of its friends, and also allows room for a brief 
reference to recent papers appearing in periodicals. In connexion with, 
the quarterly survey of documentation now published in the journal 
Aslib aas been able to enter into exchange relations with several 
publishing organizations and has also the help of a number of Aslib 
members who draw attention to articles of interest appearing in 
period cals not likely to be seen by the Aslib staff. Thus articles on the 
use of punched-card systems are scattered through a wide range of 
chemical, medical, and engineering literature, but where possible 
Aslib cbtains reprints or photostat copies of the more important items 
which then become available to Aslib members. In particular, Aslib 
is буро to build up a good collection of current material on micro- 
photography and on punched cards as applied to use in libraries and 
information bureaux. Aslib's own ‘special library’ on documentation 
is in fact growing fast and is raising problems as to its adequate staffing 
and hcusing. 


Documentary REPRODUCTION 


This service is now firmly established and the library of microfilm 
zopies 5f war-time German periodicals, accumulated through the work 
of the Aslib Microfilm Service 1942-5, is housed with Aslib, together 
with azmicrofilm reading machine. When the rest of the basement can 
pe rehabilitated it is hoped to improve the service still further by the 
installation of a machine for facsimile copying on the premises. 

The documentary reproduction service, which includes the location 
of the material to be copied, is undertaken for members and non- 
membz=rs all over the world. Where copyright difficulties arise and the 
public ition is found to be available in its original form, this is supplied. 
Aslib would like to take this opportunity of thanking all those whose 
ze-opecation has made the service possible.

The Director represented Aslib on the Library Committee of ds 
"British National Co-operating Body of Uresco and has also served on ` 
that.body's sub-comm_ttee on School L:braries. In addition Aslib 
has maintained close p2rsonal contacts wil Mr. Edward Carter and 
Mr. Theodore Besterman, both former m«mbers of the Aslib Council 
and now Counsellors ix the Library Division of Unesco. 

Mr. C. Le Maistre, Miss M. Gosset, amd the Director represented 
Aslib at the 16th Confecence of the International Federation of Docu- 
mentation (F.I.D.) at Paris in November 1946. Mr. Le Maistre was 
then elected President >f the F.I.D. for 1446-7 and the Director was 
elected Chairman of the International Coramittee on Special Libraries 
and Centres of Documentation. The same three, with the addition of 
Dr. S. С. Bradford, wil. represent Aslib at the :7th Conference of the 
F.I.D. at Berne in Augast. 1947. The F.ID. is being formally recog- 
nized by Unesco and is constitution is being revised. An interesting 
development at the Pacis conference was the decision to set up two 
F.I.D. committees on «lassification, one ~o deal with the Universal 
Decimal Classification with which the F.I D. has always been closely : 
associated, and the other to deal with. otker types of classification of 
which, according to its constitution, the F.-.D. must also take account. 
Hitherto the British Society for Internaticnal Bibliography has acted.’ 
as the British Nationa’ Committee of the F.I.D., but the question 
whether this function wall be carried on bv the new joint -body which 
will be formed by the zmalgamation of Alib and the B.S.I.B. is still.

The Director of Aslib was invited to take Dart in the бош еген of the 
Internatiorial Federation of Library Associations at Oslo in May 1947 
but eventually could not go, and her paper was presented by Mr. 
Е. Donker Duyvis of th2 International Feceration of Documentation. 

Aslib continued to work closely throughout the year with the Enemy  . 
‘Publications (Requiremznts) Committee (ЕРССМ). Mr. Philip May, 
Assistant to the Aslib Di-ector, acts as Secretary to the Allocations Sub- 
Committee which decides the priority to be given to claimants when 
the number of copies of any German publication received for distribu- 
tion through HMSO falls below the number of libraries desiring that 
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publication. Aslib has also published on behalf of EPCOM, in mimeo- 
graphed form, two editions of a list of current German periodicals, and 
is essociated with strong representations being made against the present 
Ligh prices charged for German publications. 

Aslib continues to be represented on the committees of the British 
Standards Institution which are concerned with documentation and 
with the publication of the English edition of the Universal Decimal 
Classification. 

Co-operation with the British Society for International Bibliography 
has been close throughout the year and;work on the proposed amalga- 
raation with this organization has already been described. 

Through its connexion with the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research Aslib has been represented at meetings concerned _ 
with international abstracting and other problems of documentation. 

Other organizations on which Aslib is represented are the National 
Central Library (Mr. B. Fullman) and the National Book League 
(Mr. Francis Hughes and, later, the Director). 

Surveying the year’s progress by Aslib, it appears that there is no end 
to the tasks which Aslib could usefully perform, particularly in its dual | 
junction as a clearing-house for information and as a link through which 
experiences in different fields may be usefully exchanged. The problem 
is not one of discovering new fields of enterprise but rather that of 
choosing, between the many that are offered, those which can be most 
asefully attempted at Aslib’s present stage of development. This choice 
znust be largely governed by availability of trained staff to handle any 
new extension of services and by the size of the office premises. The 
-teff position has been very much strengthened by the appointment 
during the year of an Assistant to the Director (Mr. Philip May) and 
of a whole-time Editorial Assistant (Miss A. Gillard), but the office 
accommodation presents a more intractable problem. This is why, 
-e-uctantly, Aslib must sometimes refuse to undertake ventures pro- 
2csed by members. The Council and Committees welcome practical 
suggestions for the extension of Aslib’s services, but it is hoped that if 
hese are not put into effect immediately members will realize that it is 
act inertia but sheer overcrowding which is usually the cause. 

This report must close, as always, with a tribute of sincere gratitude 
io those who by service on Council or Committees or in countless other 
ways have contributed to Aslib's progress and welfare. Without their 
zc-operation and support Aslib could never have reached its present 
position, and its future success is equally dependent upon шег соп- 
cinued co-operation.
